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A Monumental Assembly

Because of the prodigious attendance, 
the spirituality, and pragmatism of the 
35th Annual Assembly, it will serve to 
keep alive in the minds of the people, not 
one of, if you please, but THE greatest 
parliament and Assembly that has ever 
transpired in the annals of history. Take 
it from one who was there. Our Bishops’ 
Council opening with 300 and closing 
with over 400 present was the sweetest 
and most methodical of any I have ever 
attended in the past. All our general of- 
ficials had good reports as to deportment 
and achievements and were re-elected to 
their respective places in the most unani- 
mous manner ever realized. All matters 
of business were disposed of in a humble 
way. Every Bishop seemed to have re- 
spect for his brother, and, of course, 
Brother Walker, our General Overseer 
and Moderator, in his habitual good man- 
ner, conducted the affairs of the meeting 
with all fairness to every one. Being a 
parliamentarian and a genius of human 
nature as well, he certainly discharges the 
duties of his office in a very satisfac- 
tory and successful way. 


One very striking event occurring in 
the Council was the retirement of Brother 
T. S. Payne from the Council of the 
Twelve, after twenty-four years of un- 
broken service. Perhaps because of his 
age he asked relief, but said, “I am not 
retiring from the ministry,” and wanted 
all to know that he was still ready to 
preach the gospel anywhere any time. 
May God’s richest blessings ever be upon 
our precious Brother Payne, for he has 
certainly been and still is a pillar in the 


Church of God. 


I believe there were forty-eight new 
bishops inducted into our Bishops’ Coun- 
cil, and they were given a hearty wel- 
come into our great parliament. 


On the opening night of the Assem- 
bly more than 400 bishops marched into 
the Auditorium where every seat was 
taken from bottom to top and standing 
room at a premium. Of all the Assem- 
blies I ever attended heretofore, I never 
saw as large a crowd on opening night, 
and there were times through the week 
that it was estimated at being fifteen to 
twenty thousand people in attendance at 
one service, and there was never a time 
during this great feast when the tide ran 
low. Never was there a phlegmatic spirit 
felt. The spiritual tide was always high. 
In spite of war and turmoil, everybody 
was happy. In spite of future prospects 
for the pragmatical world, the ministry 
and laity of the Church was making ar- 
rangements to carry on the work of God’s 
great gospel, and so, “We will work till 
Jesus comes.” 
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The Assembly program was well ar- 
ranged and carried out. The various 
states’ reports were very good, most ev- 
ery department making decided increases. 
As a matter of fact there seemed to be 
no evil reports to bring. Our Mission 
Board did an excellent work the past 
year and we were blessed to have a good- 
ly number of our missionaries with us 
who gave some glowing reports. As we 
have said heretofore, the various depart- 
ments at Headquarters were well repre- 
sented—the Editor and Publisher, Gen- 
eral Secretary, Superintendent of Educa- 
tion, and chairman of the diffferent 
committees. Especially do we wish to 
commend Brother Simmons, Chairman of 
the Orphanage Committee, for his efforts

in getting our new Boys’ Home under 
way, which we understand will involve 
some $40,000. 


Well, everything in this Assembly was 
to time.

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THE passing away of Rev. Efford 
Haynes marks the falling of another of the 
old pioneers of the Church of God. Our 
first acquaintance with him was in 1910 when he, with a group 
of ministers from Tennessee, was visiting the old Durant camp 
meeting at Pleasant Grove, Florida. This band of ministers 
formed not only a group of 
preachers but also musicians, and 
they carried a banner, ‘‘Pente- 
costal World-Wide Mission 
Band, To Hasten the Gospel to 
Every Land.” From the oid 
camp meeting place at Pleasant 
Grove, they journeyed south to 
Miami and took boat to Nassau, 
Bahamas. While there Brother 
Haynes received the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost. Some time 
later, after returning to the 
States, he met Miss Clyde Cot- 
ton, a lady evangelist, who be- 
came Mrs. Efford Haynes. 

The first Assembly I ever at- 
tended was in 1919. At that 
Assembly Efford Haynes di- 
rected the music. His rich, golden voice, mellow and clear as a 
bell, was always enjoyed by all, and for many years, on the 
program of the Assembly no other leader of the music and 
singing appeared, for it was his voice which swayed the hun- 
dreds who attended. Other names associated with those early 
days were: Mrs. S. J. Heath who made the piano ring as Brother 
Haynes sang “The Heaven Bells Are Ringing;” Rev. F. J. Lee, 
greatly beloved because of his meek, mild, quiet, and fatheriy 
attitude, as well as a great preacher, and Rev. J. W. Buckalew, 
a staunch, dynamic evangelist who was not afraid of the devil 
and who planted the Church of God in many a Southern town 
and village. But one by one these have departed the stage of 
action here, leaving only a loving remembrance of their great 
assistance in the promotion of this great institution. 

Brother Haynes has lingered with us as a grand old man, 
carrying on in his quiet way, with very little ado until finally 
he, too, has heard the summons and the benediction ‘Thou hast 
been faithful over a few things, I will make thee ruler over 
many things; enter thou into the joys of thy Lord.” These 
staunch Christian characters who have blazed the way before us 
and died in the faith leave us an inspiration to follow on and 
to carry on that which they, through great sacrifices, began.

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God, Unchanging

Men change. God is immutable. Men 
wear with time. God supersedes both. The 
general idea of time is a constant change; 
successive existence or the measure of 
duration. Momentarily it is running to- 
ward a definite, predeterminate climax, a 
finis, ““When time shall be no more.” That 
is, TIME will ultimately change for eter- 
nity. Men, living in this sphere, and in 
their particular space of time, are always 
subject to the vicissitudes of day and 
night. They are pawns of a vicious cycle 
characterized by severity, bitterness, 
virulent malignant evil. And the closing 
act on the stage of time for man is tragz- 
dy. Time hurries him to the fateful mo- 
ment when in mortal combat he must pit 
his weak physical strength against “the 
last great enemy,” death, cruel and merci- 
less. Yet, he must grapple with this mon- 
strous destroyer, and man must lose the 
physical struggle. 

“If a man die shall he live again? All 
the days of my appointed TIME will I 
wait, till my CHANGE come.” (Job 14: 
14.) So, death is the final CHANGE for 
man from time to eternity. But, Paul 
taught: “We shall not ALL sleep (die), 
but we shall all be CHANGED, in a mo- 
ment ....” (1 Cor. 15:51-52.) Ie is 
then an established fact that man MUST 
CHANGE. After the change, what? The 
judgment and eternity. First, and marvel 
of the ages, he can be changed by the 
power of the gospel. The gospel that re- 
vives the soul, and compensates the be- 
liever with everlasting life; when inevit- 
ably he must change this earthly taber- 
nacle, residence of the soul, he is given an 
“house” eternal in the heavens. 

Man a creature of vanity, is easily 4 
victim of the Rulers of the principalities 
and powers that work in time. He is un- 
der the dominion of the Empire of sin, 
and Satan, the sovereign, has the “power 
of death” over him. But, because of the 
coming and faithfulness of Him, “whose 
goings forth have been from of old, from 
EVERLASTING” (Micah 5:2) this 
same creature of vanity is given hope in 
God, the Father of lights, originator of 
life, whose measure is eternal, and from 
everlasting the ancient of days older than 
time; and spanning the measure of time 
to that limitless day, ““God’s tomorrow.” 
And, is given, from one so immutable, 
redemption, and the welfare and disposi- 
tion of his future estate. Also, is fur- 
nished present proof, inexhaustive and in- 
fallible, that this omnipotent, invariable 
God loves him with an adoring heart and 
magnificent purpose. And does He not 
give full assurance that it is not His will

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changing) life? 

Times change, men charge, nations

Except for 
those who have been “changed from 
death unto life” by placing explicit trust 
in CHRIST, THE WAY, and who have 
not lived conformed to the ways of this 
changing world, but have consistently 
considered themselves disciples of eternal 
beings, and pilgrims in a world fast pass- 
ing away. Always keeping their travel in 
the rays of the transforming light from 
beyond the bridge of hope placed by the 
Christ to the very entrance (so abun- 
dant) to that exceeding glory in the 
presence of God.

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Question: In 2 Kings 2:11 we read, 
“There appeared a chariot of fire, and 
horses of fire, and parted them both asun- 
der; and Elijah went up by a whirl- 
wind into heaven.” Then again, in St. 
John 3:13 we read, “And no man hath 
ascended up to heaven, but he that came 
down from heaven, even the Son of man 
which is in heaven.”

Answer: No, the Word of God does 
not contradict itself. Sometimes it seems 
contradictory to us but it is only in our 
understanding. The reference in the Old 
Testament is to a carrying-away in a 
chariot. A chariot was sent by God for 
the purpose, and Elijah was taken up. 
The New Testament scripture in John 
3:13 speaks of the ascension of Jesus. The 
word “ascended” here is taken from the 
Greek word which means “‘to spring up, 
to arise, or to come.” Jesus was not taken 
up but ascended in His own power as the 
Son of God. Both Enoch and Elijah were 
taken, but Christ ascended.

also John 7:39, “But this spake he of the 
Spirit, which they that believe on him 
should receive: for the Holy Ghost was 
not yet given; because that Jesus was not 
yet glorified.”—L. H. 

Answer: The two scriptures in question 
are speaking entirely of two different 
things. There are various passages in the 
Bible which refer to different servants of 
the Lord being filled with the Spirit even 
in Old Testament times. The same thing 
that was said of John the Baptist was said 
of his mother, in verse 41 of the Ist chap- 
ter of Luke, “And it came to pass, that, 
when Elisabeth heard the salutation of 
Mary, the babe leaped in her womb; and 
Elisabeth was filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” The same thing is said of Zacha- 
rias, the father of John the Baptist, in 
verse 67, “And his father Zacharias was 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and prophe- 
sied.”” In verse 35 the angel said to Mary, 
“The Holy Ghost shall come upon thee.” 
So these were visitations of the Holy 
Spirit as an infilling or a coming upon 
those who were’ to be so dedicated and . 
consecrated for a certain purpose. But the 
last scripture given in the question clear- 
ly designates that the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost was not yet given, because 
Jesus was not yet glorified. In further 
support of this Jesus said in St. John 15: 
26, “But when the Comforter is come,

A brave warrior has fallen—another 
one of our aged ministers has gone to re- 
ceive his reward. 

Brother Haynes was born near Al- 
toona, Alabama, on June 16, 1866, and 
departed this life October 20, 1940, be- 
ing 74 years, 4 months, and 4 days of 
age. He became a member of the Church 
of God on September 19, 1910, and one 
day later married Miss Clyde Cotton. 
To this union was born one son who died 
in infancy. On April 6, 1912, he became 
a licensed minister in the Church, and 
from that time on he and his wife worked 
together continuously in the ministry un- 
til his retirement about five years ago. 
He was licensed as a bishop on April 2, 
1917, and served nineteen years as Over- 
seer of Ohio and two years of Michigan. 
He was a member of the Council of 
Twelve for many years and edited the 
first Church of God song book. 

Brother Haynes was a sweet singer and 
thrilled many with his orotund voice, as 
he gave to them messages of pathos and 
inspiration. Neither the memory of his 
directing songs at the past Assemblies nor 
his inspirational messages given in ex- 
plicit sincerity will be forgotten. 

Just a few days ago, he made his way 
to the General Assembly, as he had done 
each year for the past thirty years. Sev- 
eral of his friends heard him say that the 
sweetest spirit was prevalent among the 
brethren at the last Assembly than at 
any other he had ever attended. Though 
very feeble, he climbed the steps to the 
Bishops’ Council and sat with us for a 
while but soon had to leave. As he neared 
the door, assisted by others, the Moder- 
ator called attention to his being at the 
Council, and all the brethren cheered, as 
he turned and waved us good-bye. Some 
of the brethren remarked that it would 
be the last Council he would ever at- 
tend. 

After the Assembly he visited his sister 
near Altoona, Alabama, where he had 
spent his childhood days, and there be- 
came suddenly ill. Sister Haynes called 
me a few days later, telling me of his ill- 
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ness, and requested that I visit him. I 
went immediately and found him sitting 
up. He did not know that I was coming; 
and when I walked into the room, he said: 
“Well, Brother Walker! I am so glad to 
see you. You never saw a fellow in ail 
your life that wanted to see you worse 
than I do.” Again, he said to me, “Broth- 
er Walker, there was the sweetest spirit 
at the last Assembly of any I have ever 
attended before—and my, such crowds!” 
I told him of the progress the church was 
making, and his eyes sparkled and _ his 
feeble voice praised God for the way God 
was blessing. 

After spending the night with him, | 
hurried on to the Kentucky ministers’ 
meeting, but upon my return to Cleve- 
land, I received another message from 
Sister Haynes to come quickly. When I 
returned to him, he was unconscious and 
soon passed away. A brief funeral service 
was held Monday afternoon at the Cox 
Funeral Home at Gadsden, Alabama, then 
I immediately accompanied Sister Haynes 
with the body to Tampa, Florida, where 
funeral services were held at the Church 
of God on Wednesday morning at ten 
o’clock. The services were conducted by 
the writer, assisted by Brother T. S. 
Payne, of Cleveland; Brother J. D. Wil- 
son, of Alabama; and Brother J. B. Ellis, 
of Tampa. The body was laid to rest in 
the Myrtle Hill cemetery, Tampa, Flori- 
da, there to await the sounding of the 
first trump, at which the dead in Christ 
shall come forth, for we know he will be 
among the first to rise. 

There were many beautiful floral ex- 
pressions of appreciation from relatives, 
friends, and loved ones. There were 
sprays from the Church of God Head- 
quarters, one from the ministry and laity 
of Florida, one from the Tampa district, 
and one from the ministers of Ohio. 


Those left to mourn his going were 
Mrs. Clyde Haynes, his wife; one brother, 
M. S. Haynes, Pratt City, Alabama; one 
sister, Mrs. Harriett Gregory, near Al- 
toona, Alabama; and one half sister, Miss 
Lula Haynes, near Altoona, Alabama. 


The memory of that noble, stalwart, 
gray-haired Christian character will ever 
be an inspiration to all-singers and min-

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Rev. Ger J. Hughes Goes to the 
Bahamas 


The appointment of Carl J. Hughes, 
formerly of Flint, Michigan, as overseer 
of the Bahama Islands work, will be of 
great interest to those who are acquainted 
with the work in the Bahamas and with 
Brother Hughes. 

Brother Hughes was licensed as an 
evangelist at the age of twenty-two, on 
April 29, 1934. The following year he 
accepted the pastorate in East Detroit, 
Michigan, and the Lord wonderfully 
blessed his work there, but he left to ac- 
cept the pastorate across the river in 
Windsor, Ontario, Canada. The Lord 
blessed Brother Hughes’ work in Canada 
but it was soon found that he could not 
be acknowledged by the British Govern- 
ment without becoming ordained. It was 
extremely necessary for the promotion of 
the work in Canada that he be so recog- 
nized, therefore, in the year 1936, at the 
age of twenty-four he was ordained 
bishop, thus becoming the youngest 
bishop to be ordained in the Church of 
God. 

At the Assembly of 1936 Brother 
Hughes accepted the pastorate at Hamil- 
ton, Ohio, where he served three years, 
during which time the church greatly 
prospered. Such an impression of his serv- 
ices was made upon the Mission Board 
that in 1939 he was sent as a missionary 
to Bermuda and the records at headquar- 
ters, as well as many of the published

articles in last year’s Evangels, show the 
great progress made in our missionary 
work there. It became necessary, how- 
ever, because of some irregularities which 
it seems could not be ironed out, for 
Brother Hughes to return to the States, 
but the Church of God has been planted 
in Bermuda and the Church of God 
Evangel, the Sunday School literature, 
and the Lighted Pathway go there regu- 
larly every month.

Missionaries are legally permitted to re- 
main in Japan, said Bishop Abe of the

Well, it 
spreads. The idca of making God and His 
work secondary to that of man is not 
new. That is just another step toward 
the coming of him who will pose as God 
and demand that he be worshipped as 
God.

De Tocqueville, the eminent French 
historian, writing two centuries ago, said 
that, “I sought for the genius and great- 
ness of America in her factories, her in- 
dustries, her rolling plains and towering 
mountains, but I found it not. When I 
visited the churches of America, saw her 
pulpits blazing with a holy fire, I then 
discovered the secret of her greatness and 
her power. America is great because she 
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is good. When she ceases to be good, she 
will cease to be great.” I wonder what 
would be the verdict of this long dead 
Frenchman were he to revisit our shores 
today? I fear he would have to sadly de- 
clare that “America is in an apostasy.” 
Indeed, the love of many is waxing cold. 

Reports of dire hunger in German- 
controlled France are reaching the press 
daily. The countries which she has cap- 
tured are at once robbed of their food 
supplies and transported to the German 
people. Holland, Belgium, Poland, 
Czecheslovakia, Austria, Finland, Nor- 
way and the others are on the verge of 
starvation today. Their production is as 
great as ever but the German war ma- 
chine immediately gobbles it up for use 
in the homeland. The following quota- 
tion of October 22 is illustrative: “A 
starving Spain that is overrun with well- 
fed German soldiers awaiting orders to 
march on Gibraltar, was described today 
by passengers arriving in New York. The 
situation in Spain is so desperate that even 
horses that used to be available to tour- 
ists have been slaughtered and eaten. 
White bread and olive oil are unobtain- 
able to most of the Spanish people, and 
prices of clothing are exorbitant.” Spain, 
while not conquered by Germany, is a 
virtual partner of Hitler’s Axis. Another 
report from France of the same date re- 
lates pitiable conditions in that unhappy 
land. Starvation of the masses appears 
to be the order of the day. Jesus said 
there would be in the last days “FAM- 
INE.” 

One tragedy after another seems to be 
the lot of humanity today. Tidal waves, 
volcanic eruptions, earthquakes, famines, 
pestilences, etc., are literally abounding 
in the world today. California, according 
to the news, recently had a tidal! wave. 
Other sections of the country and the 
world suffered the same _ catastrophes. 
Surely this is a time of peril. 

Much has been said and is being said 
concerning the millions of unemployed in 
our country. Both major candidates have 
promised to start the wheels of industry 
rolling and thereby bring jobs and more 
jobs to the people.
